Glory to God in the highest, and on earth 
peace, good will toward men.—Lwe, ii., 14, 

Owing to the nature of the subjects we have 
had under consideration for several San- 
days the discourses have been of unusual 
length, but this being our Christmast service 
we will have more of song and jess -of ser- 


mon. : 
All the great interests of our world are 
continuous; they take hold of the nature 
and the life of man, and hence they do not 
begin and end with any one age, but flow on 
in some form as a part’of the existence of 
tne race. This is true, alike of industry, and 
education, and government, and art, and re- 
ligion. And hence all these great movements 
have a past, a history of what they have 
been; and they carry along some prophecy of 
what they are yet to be in the future. In the 
progressive development of our race in each 
of these large and related fields where man 
has toiled there have been days and events 
and characters so marked as to constitute 


eras in the history of our worid, 

Thus literature has had its Homers, and 
art its Angelos, and science its Galileos; and 
liberty has had its Lafayette and its Wash- 
ington, and learning and industry take note 
of the printing-press the steam -engine. 

nd religion, journe ong with all these 
n the past, has had its Abraham, and Moses, 
and Christ; and in the noble companionships 
of beauty, and song, ond Sere and free- 
dom, and learning has found its way into our 
new world. And coming thus from afar, re- 
ligion has not reached us empty-h@nded, nor 
unadorned, but has carried along Its history, 
and its literature, and its days, and customs, 
and forms. These have been the body in 
which it has lived, and worked, and wor- 
shiped threngh the long and mystic past. 
And there is a sense of satisfaction, a feeling 
of sacredness and companionship with the 
past, in toming into all these rich inherit- 
ances and associations. It gives to our lives 
and cur work a deeper significance to feel 
that we are not alone; that we are not begin- 
ners; but that somehow we are a 
part of what has been and what 
is to be: that we are carrying 
forward the thonght and the work of other 
ages; and that when we are goneour chil- 
dren will walk in the same ways, that our 
world will a thousand years hence have the 
rest of the Sabbath and the joy of a Christ- 
mas-Day. Andas these sacred days have 
come to us as an ‘inheritance from the past 
and are instinet with life and sentiment 
and piety of the past, church owes it to. 
the future to preserve and transmit these in- 
heritances in all their unimpaired wealth 
and Deauty to the ages yet to come. 

But to do this—to makea Christmas not 
only a holiday buta partof the religious 
life of the people, we must keep alive the 
spirit and the life of religion. Itis only as 
the principles that have given rise to great 
characters and made memorable their days 
and their deeds are carried along as a part of 
the life of a people that the days that cele- 
brate their memories can have any déep sig- 
nificance. Indeed, if the principles snould 
wholly die out, the days would cease to 
observed. Should the love of liberty 
die, the Fourth of July would 
soon be no more than any other day. Should 
the love of country and literature die, the 
nations would cease to honor their noble 
dead, and the bey of the poets would pass 
unnoticed. Should the love of religion die 
out of haman hearts, all the great days of 
the church would soon be forgotten, or be- 
come wholly secular. 

Probably the exact date of no great event 
of so late a period has been more in debate, 
and is less certainly fixed than that of the 
birth of Christ. e are told that no less 
than 136 different opinions have been ad- 
vanced as to the tom of his birth, and 
learned men have placed the day in about 
every month. It was finally settled upon 
the 26th day of December by Pope Julius L, 
and probably from the fact that at that time 
the sun begins his return towards the north, 
giving longer days and jeading on to the life 
of spring. That was also the day on which 
the “Romans ceiebrated the feast of their 
goddess Bruma.” But these uncertainties 
need have no influence upon our feelings at 
this hour, seeing that it is the fact that we 
call to mind, and the Christian world may 
well continue to observe the day so long 
hallowed in memory of that great event. 

In our critical and unimaginative age the 
story of the birth of Christ may seem to some 
almost mythical orlegendary. Indeed, by not 
a tew, it is 30 regarded; they aceept the bis- 
toric fact that such a person as Jesus of 
Nazareth lived, and they confess that He was 
a good man, and even the best; but they 
deny ali that is miraculous or divine in His 
birth or life. I de not suppose that it is nec- 
essary to believe in the exceptional -birth, 
nor in the divinity of Christ, tn order to be a 
Christian; for ope may not accept and 
stili accept the life and the example and 
teachings of Christ, and live in His spirit, 
And hence, whist L de believe these things 
myseif, [I do not urge them. upon 
others a5 a matter of saving. faith 
or as necessary to salvation. But 
with the views 1 have of the Seriptures, I 
must have the bDestof reasons for questioning 
any tact they may state, and aside from this, 
the life of Christ, taken as a whole, is cast 
upon 80 aunigue a plane, and fills a place so 
wholiy its own, and is throughout so con-

For unto you is born this day in 
the City of David a Savior, which is Christ 
the Lord,” 


Let us think over these heavenly words, 
for each one is full of the deepest meaning. 
“A Savior.” The Greek is soter, meaning 
the same as Jesus, which means the same as 
Joshua, or Yehoshua, in Hebrew, from 
Yasha, “ he saved, or delivered.” And the 
angel said to Joseph: “Thou shalt call his 
name Jesus, for he shall save his people from 
their sins.”” And when John saw Jesus he 
said: “Behold the Lamb of God, which 
taketh aaehy the sin of the world.” 

But who is this Jesus, who shall save from 
sin? The angel said to the shepherds, he is 
“Ohrist the Lord.” “Christ,” or Christus, 
the anointed, the same as the Hebrew Mes- 
siah. The prophets, and kings, and priests ot 
old were anointed with oil, meaning the same 
with them as consecration does with us, and 
henee Christ is called the Messiah, or the 
anointed of God. . This anointed One Is also 
called by the angel “the Lord.” ‘The Greek 
word Kuarios, or Lord, is the general transla- 
tion of the Hebrew Vehovah, or Jehovah, 
and this comes from.the verb hAayah, to be, 
and is used in the Scriptures as the peculiar 
and the essential name of the Supreme Be- 

, or of the self-existent—that which has 
existence in itself. 

And thus the “Angel of the Lord” an- 
neunced to the shepherds the great fact of 
the incarnation; thai the self-existent, that 
which has being in itself, or the Jehovah, 
was manifest to man ; that God who is in 
nature, and not outside of nature, was in this 
way, or through the person of Christ, to be 
revealed to the world. That in Christ the 
world should see God, and know God; Know 
him as Father fand Savior; as “God in 
Christ, reconciling the world to Himselt.” 
And the angel said it was “Glad tidings of 
great joy to all people”; joy, that God had 
come forth to save; to save from sin; to save 
by pardon and regeneration, and to save for- 
ever. And the joy was so great that it filled 
all Heaven, and a “ multitude of the Heaven- 
ly host” joined the angel and shouted, 
“Glory to God in the highest”; glory to God 
for such love, for such a coming, a stooping 
down of love to the mangers, to the lowest 
conditions of our world: and “on earth 

ace, good will among men.” That is, this

He went among the 
poor, He blessed tender childhood, He fed 
the sey He healed the sick, He received 
sinners, He wept at tne grave, He suffered 
in the garden, He died on the cross; but in 
all love was true and strong-—iove was tri- 
umphant, for He reviled not, and in the last 
love prayed for His enemies. 

And we stand today in presence of the 
great fact that God is with man, that God is 
love, that sin and death shall be destroyed, 
and that all the happy werids above are one 
in this law of love and sacrifice. and that the 
angels come go, and that all Heaven is 
filled with joy when sinners are converted.

DR. G. C. LORIMER, 


The Journey of the Kastern Magi to

They were not 
savages or barbarians, ‘They were keen, 
analytical, grasping minds, who saw the in- 
sufficiency of the existing religion, and de- 
sired something which should appeal to their 
intellects.

Reason’s answer could 
not satisfy. The priests were impotent to 
meet their queries. Reason without religion 
was like the steam-engine without the regu- 
lator and without the rails. Reason needed 
revelation. From the action of the wise 
men of the Kast we gathered the 
duty of investigation. The simple, in- 
necent shepherds received the Divine 
message from the anvels direct, but these 
wise men hada sign which prompted investi- 
gation, and they were equal to the emer 
gency.
